Judges Return Ver­ 
dict 3 Hours After 
End of Moscow 
Trial. 


Moscow, Aug. 24 IAP). — Sixteen 
Russians, convicted of conspiring to 
overthrow Joseph Stalin and the so­ 
viet regime, were sentenced early to­ 
day before firing squads. 
Surrounded by blue-capped sol­ 
diers, some with bayonets drawn, 
the defendants stood as the chief 
judge. V. V Ulrich, read the ten- 
minute-long verdict. 
It left them only the hope that 
Dictator Stalin 
and 
other soviet 
higher-ups would relent and grant 
them executive clemency. 
All the prisoners had confessed at 
the opening of the trial last Wed­ 
nesday to plotting a reign of terror 
to seize power and bring Leon Trot- 
zky, former co-leader of commun­ 
ism, back from his Norway exile to 
direct the U. S. S. R. 
Verdict Creates Deep Stir 
Many of them—including the once 
powerful 
Gregory 
ZinoviefT 
and 
Leon Kameneff—had admitted they 
‘ deserved” the death sentence. 
Some of them, in their confessions, 
had even exceeded the prosecution’s 
charges in what was considered an 
unprecedented series of self-accusa­ 
tions. 
“All the defendants are sentenced 
to the highest measure of social de­ 


fense by shooting,” the sentence 
read. 
While the verdict was expected it 
created a deep stir among the popu­ 
lace, for it was the first time that 
bolsheviks had ordered the execu­ 
tion of men who had once marched 
with them as comrades. 
ZinoviefT and Kameneff, both of 
whom bid for the soviet dictatorship 
after the death of Nicolai Lenin in 
January, 1924, were found guilty of 
having organized a united center for 
individual terroristic acts on in­ 
structions from Trotzky. 
Plotted Death of Kiroff 
The 
others 
were 
convicted 
of 
joining the venture and plotting the 
death of Sergei Kiroff, chief assist­ 
ant to Etalin, who was assassinated 
at Leningrad late in 1934. or of 
bringing in instructions from Trot­ 
zky or attempting to carry them 
out by killing Stalin and others. 
ZinoviefT and Kameneff had been 
in Jail since January, 1935, when 
they pleaded guilty to complicity iii 
Kiroff’s murder. 
The sentences of execution can be 
carried out any time within seven­ 
ty-two hours after conviction. 
Tile 
only appeal is to the presidium of 
the central executive committee of 
the communist party.
